Long Range: 


Geological Survey Pian Calls for 730 Employees 


Plans for developing the United 
States Geological Survey head- 
quarters here into a center of 
geological inventorying, map-mak- 
ing and research which by 1953 
may employ a total of 750 per- 
sons were revealed here this week. 

The details of the long-range 
plan indicated: 

1. Immediate start of formation 
of a map-making section, which 
will start with about nine drafts- 
men within the next few weeks 
but which ultimately will include 
70 draftsmen and a total of 450 


persons: 

2. Continuous expansion of the 
USGS library here. It now 
houses 30,000 volumes; 


3. Addition of an office con- 
cerned with surveying the water 
resources of the western United 
States and Hawaii. 

4. Continued expansion of labo- 
ratory facilities, in which samples 
are tested for mineral content and 
new methods of getting particular 
minerals out of different rocks 
are studied. 

The headquarters here, thus 
far has been basically concerned 
with geological investigation, 
finding and inventorying the 
mineral resources of the seven 
western states and Hawaii and 
Alaska. 

The present “first unit” build- 
tinue to serve as headquarters for 
that activity, a spokesman for 
USGS said this week. 

The second, a 40,600 square foot 
structure which is now under con- 
struction on the property and 
which is expected to be completed 
by January will be used for expan- 
sion of this service, and will in 
addition permit the addition of 
the water resources investigation 
ection.

Adding lime will bring pink 
flowers. Stems with flower heads
